Test

Remarkable Time Established in Early Morning 
Cross Country Run 


Sweep ing away from in front of the Western Union offices 
at 10:15 a. m., Mansfield, Ohio, a Whip p et car driv en by C. H. 
Moore, established a new sp eed record between Manfield and 
East Liv erp ool, Ohio, a distance of 120 miles, in ex actly 2 hours 
and 25 minutes. 
An av erage sp eed of 52 miles p er hour was 
attained. 
The test was staged by Brad field. Ward, Central Garage 
and Chamberland Stop 55, local rep resentativ es of Willy s-Ov er- 
land comp any and brings out the endurance and sp eed of Amer­ 
ica’s first light car of Europ ean design. 
The driv er, accomp anied by James Larkins, who acted as 
official observ er of the run was checked at the finishing line 
jast 
two hours and twenty -fiv e minutes after he started from this city . 
The Whip p et sp eed ov er the highway often ex ceeding 55 
miles p er hour and on long stretches 60 and 65 mile.s an hour wa.s 
reached. 
The route led ov er v aried roads which di.stinctly 
brought out the stamina of the Whip p et and its remarkable 
sp eecl ability . 
Moore stated following the run that his time was accom­ 
p lished only becaase of the p ower and endurance of the motor 
and the ev en sp eed and roadability of the Whip p et. 
At no time during the ru tj was the car stop p ed for gasoline, 
water or oil which is indicativ e of the unaual mechanical v irtues 
of the car. 
That tho cooling sy stem and highly efficient oiling 
p ressure of the Whip p et p lay ed p rincip al roles in the record- 
breaking run was also p ointed out by the driv er. 
Another p hase of the run wjiich aided materially in at­ 
taining the unusual sp eed is the efficiency of the four-wheel 
brakes and low swung body and chassis lines, Moore § aid. 
The four-wheel brakes allowed her to ap p roach the most se­ 
v ere surv es and turns at high rates of sp eed which greatly cut 
dijwn the time.

The driver, accompanied by James Larkins, who acted as 
official observer of the run was checked at the finishing line just 
two hours and twenty-five minutes after he started from this city.

Whippet Sets Record 
In Novel Speed 
Test 


Remarkable Time Established in Early Morning 
Cross Country Run 


Sweeping away from in front of the Western Union offices 
at 10:15 a. rn., Mansfield, Ohio, a Whippet car driven by C. lf. 
Moore, established a new speed record between Manfield and 
East Liverpool, Ohio, a distance of 120 miles, in exactly 2 hours 
and 25 minutes. 
An average speed of 52 miles per hour was 
attained. 
The test was staged by Bradfield, Ward, Central Garage 
anti Chamberland Stop 55, local representatives of Willys-Over- 
larnl company and brings out the endurance and speed of Amer­ 
ica’s first light car of European design. 
The driver, accompanied by James Larkins, who acted as 
official observer of the run was checked at the finishing line just 
two hours and twenty-five minutes after he started from this city. 
The Whippet speed over the highway often exceeding 55 
miles per hour and on long stretches 60 and 65 miles an hour was 
reached. 
The route led over varied roads which distinctly 
brought out the stamina of the Whippet and its remarkable 
speed ability. 
Moore stated following the run that his time was accom­ 
plished only because of the power and endurance of the motor 
and the even speed and roadability of the Whippet. 
At no time during the rui/ was the car stopped for gasoline, 
water or oil which is indicative of the unsual mechanical virtues 
of the car. 
That the cooling system and highly efficient oiling 
pressure of the Whippet played principal roles in the record­ 
breaking run was also pointed out by the driver. 
Another phase of the run wfcich aided materially in at­ 
taining the unusual speed is the efficiency of the four-w'heei 
brakes and low swung body and chassis lines, Moore said. 
The four-wheel brakes allowed her to approach the most se­ 
vere surves and turns at high rates of speed which greatly cut 
down the time.
